FATAL COLLISION. 

Seven Persons Drowned in tho Irish 
Channel. 

Queenstown, Aug. S.— Tho 'White Star 
line steamer Oceanic, ("apt. Cameron, 
i which sailed from Liverpool yesterday 
! for New York via Queeustown, arrived 
! here this morning and reported having 
! boon in collision last night in the Irish 
! Channel with- the steamer Kincora, of 
| Wnteuford, Ireland. The Kincora sank. 
Seven persons were drowned. 

Tile Kincora was a steel screw steam- 
er of 458 tons. She belonged to the Wat- 
erford Steamship Company. Tho colli- 
sion occurred in a fog. The bow of the 
Oceanic was damaged. The Kincora was 
a coasting vessel trading between Water- 
ford nnd Limerick. She had a crew of 
14. men. The Oceanic brought tho seven 
survivors to this port. 

•Later— The damage sustained by the 
Oceanic will not prevent her proceeding 
on her journey. Details of the collision 
show that the only damage sustained by 
the Oceanic was a few dents to hor port 
plates. She proceeded at :i:50 p. m. 

The collision occurred .this side of 
Tuskar at about 1:30 a. m. this morning. 
The fog was very dense. The Kincora 
was slruck amidships. All the passeng- 
ers of the Oceanic were in bed at the 
time, nnd there was some commotion un- 
til the captain assured thfm that there 
was no cause for alarm. Headway was 
kept on the Oceanic after she struck the 
Kincora in order to give the crew of the 
bitter a chance to clamber on hoard tho 
Oceanic. Tho boats were lowered to 
rescue every man possible. 

Tho Kincora sank very rapidly. The 
Oceanic remained in the vicinity of tho 
collision until daylight, but nothing was 
then visible beyond some floating wreck- 
age. '■

Peter Jackson 



Once Famous Pugilist Died 
at an Australian Sana- 
torium. 

Spoiled by the Attentions Lav- 
ished Upon Him by the 
Sports. 



Peter Jackson, the once famous pugi- 
list, is dead. Although tho. death oc- 
curred nearly a month ago, it is not un- 
til now that the thousands who once 
were glad to call themselves his friends 
and admirers, are apprised of it. Even 
in Australia, where it occurred, and 
where lie came from to endeavor to take 
the heavyweight championship from 
America, the event caused little com- 
ment. All the papers in Brisbane, a 
copy of which was received by the 
Moaua, had to say was "Peter Jackson, 
ox-champion heavyweight boxer, died 
last night at a private sanatorium at 
Itomn, from consumption. He was in his 
fortieth year. Although the death was 
not altogether unexpected, the news will 
bo received with regret in all sporting 
circles." The funeral took place at Bris- 
bane. 

Jackson when last in this city a couple 
of years ago, was considered to bo in 
the first stages of consumption. While 
here he had an attack of typhoid pneu- 
monia, from which he never fully re- 
covered, although he received the best 
of care in tho Jubilee hospital. When 
it was realized that he could not live 
lung, ho went to his home in Australia to 
take a position as instructor in an ath- 
letic club. 

Jackson arrived in San Francisco 10 
years ago from Australia, and as be 
made a good showing against some of 
the coming men of the period and had 
a splendid knowledge of boxing, lie was 
appointed instructor of the California 
Athletic cluli. Corbett was instructor of 
the Olympia club at the same time, nnd 
a match was arranged between the two 
men. It. lasted 7(i rounds, and ended 
in a draw. Corbett nt that time had no 
record, while Jackson had been lighting 
for years in Australia for small purses. 
His friends claimed that he had a sore 
leg at the time of the light, and said 
this accounted for the pour showing he 
made against Corbett. His next, fight of 
any importance was with Sheriff "the 
Prussian," who had fought a draw with 
Kilrain, a light which he won in the 
eighteenth round. Shortly afterwards he 
went to England nnd there defeated Sla- 
vin. Ho was lionized by the smart 
sporting set and this was the cause of his 
undoing, although he had started on the 
downward road in San Francisco. When 
he returned to America lie had virtually 
broken down, and his only lights after- 
wards were with men of poor standing. 
He came here and gave a very poor ex- 
hibition against a third-rate man, and 
after a couple of similar fiascos in Na- 
linimo and Vancouver, lie settled here 
and was taken down with typhoid 
pneumonia, being in the hospital for live 
months with it, Whtlt is known as mus- 
cular consumption followed, and the 
once powerful fighter returned to his 
southern homo a perfeel wreck. His 
career was a brilliant but short one. 



INTERNATIONAL COPY RIGHT. 

Convention Assembles at Berne nnd Dis- 
cusses a Scheme. 

Berne, Aug. 8.— The International 
Literary and Artistic Copyright con- 
gress held its first sitting here today. It 
discussed the scheme for a revision ot 
the Berne convention and decided to im- 
mediately commence the elaboration of 
what it hoped will prove an ideal con- 
vention embodying nil the modifications 
advocated by the varying interests. The 
scheme will be submitted to all the liter- 
ary and artistic societies of the world, 
with tho view of eliciting suggestions 
and criticism, so that it may be recast 
by the new congress at Naples. 

FATAL STORM. 

Woman Killed and Many Men Injured 
at Portsmouth, N. H. 

Portsmouth, N. II., Aug. S.— A violent 
electrical storm, accompanied by a wind 
of unusual velocity, struck this city late 
this afternoon, causing loss of life and 
heavy damage to property. The roof of 
a large stone shed at the navy yard, in 
which sixty men were at work, collapsed, 
burying half of them - ?!! the wreckage. 
A woman who had sought shelter in the 
shed from the storm was killed, and 
many men were maimed. It is feared 
other bodies are in the ruins.

The Waste 



Thousands of Fine'Salmon Are 
Thrown Away at Fraser 
River Canneries. 



Want of Sufficient Inside Help 
—The Indians Are Not 
Available. 



Vancouver, Aug. 8.— (Special. )— Tho 
salmon run on tho Fraser river last 
night averaged several hundred to tho 
boat. Several boats came in with over 
1,000. As the limit of 200 to tho boat 
was.stil! ou, the number of fish thrown 
overboard to rot along tho shore was 
appalling. 

A member of tho executive of the Can- 
ners' Association was asked by tho Colo- 
nist correspondent this morning why tho 
dinners could not handle more than 200 
to the boat. This informant stated that 
it was owing to the scarcity of inside 
labor. During the strike the Indians and 
their squaws in the nbrth were warned 
not to make their annual trip down ow- 
ing to the strike. As a result tho In- 
dians waited so long that they became 
disgusted and decided not to come at all. 
If labor had been plentiful, the ennners 
could have taken 300 or over to .the 
l-oat. As it is, a great deal of the labor 
has gone to the Sound, apparently in 
defiance of the Alien Labor Law. At 
tho present time a large number of Brit- 
ish Columbia Indians are said to be 
working in the Puget Sound canneries 
Indians contracted for on this side of 
the line. 

CHARGE DISMISSED. 

Two Japanese charged with stealing a 
net belonging to an Indian were acquit- 
ted today. 'The defense, that the net 
was found floating, and was promptly 
reported to the Japanese Association, 
being satisfactory to Magistrate Alex- 
ander. 

THIEF CAUGHT. 
A sneak thief snatched a lady's purse 
on Hastings street this morning. Mr. 
A. Jukes, manager of tho Imperial Bank 
saw the theft, and running after the 
lllan seized him by the throat and threw 
him to the ground. The man gave up 
the purse, but was not given his liberty, 
Mr. Jukes holding him until a policeman 
arrived.

Washington, Aug. S.— The annual re- 
port of Major-General MacArthur, dat- 
ed July 4, 1001. the day lie relinquished 
command of the division of the Philip- 
pines, has been received tit tho war de- 
partment. The period covered by the re- 
port is from October 1, 1900, when the 
Inst report from Gen. MacArthur was 
dated. He reviews the policy of the 
Filipinos who were hostile to the Unit- 
ed States, saying that their action since 
tho practical collapse of the insurrec- 
tion litis been a perplexing problem. 
With tho disbundmont of the insurgent 
field armies the Filipinos organized, de- 
spite resistance, by banding the poojilo 
together in support " of the guerillas. 
This was carried out by means of com- 
mittees, who collected contributions, in- 
flicted punishment, and carried on a con- 
siderable opposition to tho United States. 
Gen. Mao.Yrt.hur says that the proclama- 
tion issued on December 20, firmly de- 
claring the intention of tho United 
States to hold the islands and to have 
the laws obeyed, had a good effect, and 
the secret resistance was much abated. 
A considerable proportion of the report 
is devoted to tie' field operations of tho 
army. 

Cen. MacArthur gives t ho following 
statistics from May 5, 1900, to June P>0, 
1001, during which time there were 
102(1 contacts between United 'States 
troops and insurgents, which show the 
casualties on both sides: 

United States.— Killed "M5, wounded 
490, captured IIS. missing 20. 

Insurgents.— Killed 2.S4S, wounded 
1.198. captured 0,572, surrendered 
28.095. 

During tho same period tho. following 
material was captured and surrendered 
from the insurgents: 

Rifles 15,093, rifle ammunition 293.- 
•M\T> rounds, revolvers SOS, bolos 3.510. 
cannon 122, cannon ammunition 10,270 
rounds. 

Gen. MacArthur states in a brier capi- 
tulation of the conditions in the different 
provinces, tiiat the present molding force 
in the islands must be a well organized 
army and navy. He says the capture 
of Aguinaldo must be regarded as the 
most momentous single event, of the 
vear. 

'DEATH SENTENCE APPROVED. 

Washington. Aug. 8.- For the first 
time since the outbreak of tho Spanish 
war, President McKimey has approved 
tho death sentence in tho ease of an en- 
listed man. The case is thai of Private 
Phineus Foutz, Company K. 10th In- 
fantry. This soldier was convicted by 
a general court martial nt Celm. P- I., 
of the murder of Gencvievn Torres, n 
native Filipino girl, by (stabbing her to 
dentil with a sword ennc, nt Mundane.

repeatedly. The balloonist said he is 
■quite ready to commence operations 
again. 

M. Deutsche, who olTered the prize of 
100,000 francs for the rounding of the 
Eiffel tower and the return to the start- 
ing point within a given period of time, 
was so affected by the danger that Du- 
mont had passed through that In? told 
him he would rather present him with

was organized in .Massachusetts by Gov- 
ernor Russell and Congressman Hoar, 
which entered upon an active campaign, 
that seemed for a time likely to pro- 
duco some Tesult. The early death of 
the founder of this organization put an 
end to the movement in Massachusetts, 
although it did not prevent the desultory 
discussion of it at times in the press of 
Boston, in which city there has always 
been a strong desire for the most inti- 
mate commercial relations with Canada, 
and especially with the Maritime Prov- 
inces. The Liberal Party in Canada 
took up this question and made it a part 
of their platform, buy-wncn the election 
of IcOl came on they were defeated, and 
it may bo claimed with fairness that the 
unwillingness of the majority of the peo- 
ple of Canada to commit themselves 
blindly to such a polity had much to do 
with the result of the election. This did 
not, however, prevent the Conservatives 
from seeking to obtain better trade ar- 
rangements a't Washington, although 
unthing came of their efforts. 

The real difficulty in the way of nego- 
tiating a trade treaty with the United 
States on behalf of Canada lay not so 
much in unfriendliness towards the Do- 
minion on the part of the public men of 
that country as in the very general be- 
lief that we had everything to get and 
nothing to offer. There was a strong 
impression abroad that it wan oniy ut 
eessary to be sufficiently persistent in re 
fusing reciprocity to starve Canada into 
annexation. It is surprising that it man 
of the general knowledge and ability of 
lames CJ. Blaine should have fallen into 
this error. He devoted years to build- 
ing tip what he called Pan-American 
Union, a project which came to nought, 
lill't carefully excluded Canada from 
Ho and scores of public men like him 
thought more of th" little business thai 
might be done with Paraguay than of 
the immense trade already carried on 
with Canada with all its possibilities of 
development. In vain was it pointed out

Wh-Io Mr. Kruger was touring Eu- 
rope endeavoring to stir up tho Contin- 
ental powers against Great Britain, Mrs. 
Kruger was supported by tho British 
government and given tho free use of 
horses nnd a carriage, nnd while Mr. 
Steyn has been fighting our troops ju 
the field, nnd. indirectjy, at least, coun- 
tenancing the murder of our wounded, 
Mrs. Steyn has been living in excellent 
style at tho expense of tho British tax- 
pnyer.

The 
thousands of prisoners taken by our 
troops are being eared for as though they 
were the guests of tho nation, schools 
even being provided for the younger of 
them. Certainly such a condition of 
things presents a marked contrast to 
those existing In connection with any 
other war of which there is record. If 
the War Office should despatch ammuni- 
tion to tho Boers now in the held, it 
would hardly be acting more extraordin- 
arily in comparison with the course 
hitherto pursued by so-called civilized 
nations towards an enemy. It is very 
clear that if this sort of thing is to be 
taken as a precedent, thn next time a 
European war freaks out, a new branch 
of the service will have to be inaugur- 
ated to take care of tho wives and chil- 
dren of the enemy and provide suitable 
accommodation for prisoners. It is to 
be noted that, in the opinion of our crit- 
ics, we have used the Boer women and 
children and the prisoners most infam- 
ously. For our sin in this regard we do- 
serve, SO the critics say, to be execrated 
eternally. Therefore it is interesting to 
I imagine -what the critics nforosnid will 
do, when they get such a contract on 
their hands. They will certainly have

The -Boston Chamber of Commorco 
has takou active steps to promote reci- 
procity between Canada anil the United 
States. The INew York Times, one of 
the inos J t conservative papers in Ameri- 
ca, has lately urged the same Question 
for consideration, nnd a writor iu the 
Atlantic Monthly has made it his theme- 
Several prominent 'Canadian papers have 
also had something to say about it. Lord 
Pnuticefo'lo told an interviewer in Lon- 
don recently that he does not despair of 
negotiating a reciprocity and other 
treaties, which will so settle all open 
questions in whjph pflflflda and Great 
Britain are interested on th!s Continent, 
.that there will be at once eutnbtfsiipd 
ft better understanding between the Im- 
perial government nnd that of our neigh- 
bors. In view of the fact that the High 
Joint Commission is expected to resume 
its sittings this fall, the question of our 
trade relations with the United States 
may be regarded as of immetliate inter- 
est. 

. Reciprocity with the United States is 
far from being a new question. The 
Eastern provinces have already bad an 
experience or it to a certain degree. The 
Treaty of 1854, -which was iu force ten, 
j-cars, and applied, iC we remember 
aright, only to ".?/ L iirn| products, had a 
very (jt'tnulating effect upon the provin- 
ces and the Northern States as well. 
There was a very rapid expansion ot 
trade, and it is worth noting that af- 
ter the expiration of the treaty the trade 
built up did not appreciably diminish. 
Conditions have very greatly changed 
since then. At that time British North 
America consisted of six isolated prov- 
inces. Tile St. Lawrence afforded a 
menus of communication for half the 
year between the two CauadllS, but it 
was a long way from Newfoundland, 
Nova iScotin, New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island, to the interior portions 
of Her Majesty's possessions, nnd the 
obstacles in the way of trade were 
many and hard to overcome. There was 
very little interprovinoial trade. The 
exports were chiefly of timber in one 
form or another to the United King- 
dom, ami this business together with 
shipbuilding and tho fisheries appeared 
to be the only sources of prosperity in 
sight. For many of our natural pro- 
ducts there was no demand in Greal 
Britain, and therefore when the markets 
of the United Slates were thrown Open 
to them, business received a groat im- 
petus. At that time the great Canadian 
West, including this const, was only n 
hunting ground, its export of furs find- 
ing its way to London by way of Hud- 
son's Buy. Things have vastly changed 
since then. Canada has become a unit- 
ed country, extending across the Conti- 
nent. The several provinces are join- 
ed together by the most modern moans 
of transportation. Our natural products 
have increased in variety, while the ex- 
pansion in volume has been enormous. 
Canada has become a great exporter of 
food products. Manufactures have as- 
sumed a magnitude and importance 
which would have hardly seemed possi- 
ble to the colonial statesmen of those 
days. We have given Great Britain a 
preferential tariff. The development of 
our natural wealth is attracting foreign 
capital, and a considerable share of it 
comes from the United States. We do 
not say that these thing.! furnish an ar- 
gument against any reciprocity treaty, 
but they certainly give the case a com- 
plexion entirely different to 'that which 
it had thirty or more years ago. 

About 1885 the agitation for closer 
trade relations between the two conn- 
tries was resumed with a good deal of 
vigor, and a number of articles on the 
subject appeared in the leading periodi- 
cals of the United States. Tho Commer- 
cial Club of New York took a lively in- 
terest in it, although without arriving 
n't any definite conclusion that -wo" re- 
member.

the amount of the royalty paid by the 
miner to the authorities at DtlWSOn, that 
is of course if the miner has a receipt 
to show that he lias paid royalty. As a 
mutter of fact, the miner receives the 
assay value of the gold and one per cent, 
of the amount he paid as royalty, and 
the only charge is the usual one made 
at all assay offices, both Canadian ant" 
American, for assaying. 

As soon as the news came from Ot- 
tawa that the Dominion government 
would refund one per cent, of the royalty 
on gold, which was sold at Victoria, the 
authorities 01' the department of mines

A Land of Beauty, Happiness and Fer- 
tility. 

A correspondent of the Mail and Em- 
pire says: But us you get more north 
the country improves, and you have trees 
and occasional water, and greater var- 
iety, a land indeed of considerable beauty 
anil charm: the soil moreover is of the 
best description. In places it looks very 
much like England, and if you leave the 
railway and drive ten^miles or so you 
will come to a well-settled and hirppy- 
loolnng neighborhood- This country to 
the north of Calgary is being well open- 
ed up by a very desirable clasa of set- 
tlers. There are perhaps a dozen sta- 
tions between Calgary and Iidmonton, 
and nearly every one of them is the 
centre of the trade of the neighborhood 
nml contains the general store, and the 
inevitable agricultural implement 
agency. You start iyi a long, slow, mis- 
cellaneous worm oi a train whose eye 
is its lieadlifflit, and the parasites of 
which arc not only people, but cuttle. It 
rubs these off here ami there, and some- 
times detaches a joint of its tail, bodily 
The daily train is the link with exist- 
ence.

SOM10 ENGLISH ABSURDITIES. 

From the Nineteenth Century. 

The Lord of the Isle of Man is bound 
by the tenure of his inheritance to pre- 
sent two falcons to tlm king. The orig- 
inal grunt seems to have been by Henry 
IV. to Henry, Karl of Northumberland. 
There is nn admission of the claim at 
Charles Li's coronation. At the coron- 
ation of George V "among the feudal 
services the two fnlcons of Lord Derby 
for the Isle of Man were conspicuous. 
The king descended from his chair of 
state and the ladies of the c. art pressed 
round to caress and examine the noble 
birds." According ;to the tenure of the 
manor of Nether Bilsington, in Kent, 
the lord must give three maple cups to 
the king at the banquet. This tenure 
dates from Henry I. The manor of 
Heydon, in Essex, is held by the service 
of presenting the 'towel to the king when 
washing before the banquet. The ser- 
vice can he traced back to the Picot 
family in the reign of Henry II. "Pel- 
rus Picot tenet diinid Heydene per ser- 
jantiam servienilo cum una tonlia nr 
coronnitionem rigis." Another service 
dated from Henry II. is attached to the 
manor of Liston, in Essex. The service 
consists in making wafers which the lord 
of the manor must bring in person to 
the king and queen at the banqueting 
table. The manor of Addington in Sur- 
rey, was granted by William I. to Tez- 
oliu, the King's cook, upon the service 
of making a dish, called variously grout 
or dilligrout, in the king's kitchen. The 
service has survived to the present time, 
but as the lord of Addington is no longer 
•the king's master cook, a division of lab- 
or takes place; the king's cook prepares 
the dish and the lord of the manor serves 
it to the king.

A N C I E NT ORD N A NCE. 

.Chinese Cutis Now in Ottawa Over 500 
Years. Old. 

Assuming it to be historically correct, 
as stated ia the t.xt books, (hat the 
Chinese used cannon SO years before 
the Christian era. the two brass held 
pieces presented to Canada by the com- 
mander of the British forces at Tien 
Tsin. ami now lying at the drill hall on 
iCnrtior square, are the evolution of over 
1,500 years of artillery manufacture in 
the celestial empire. 

And yet they are very old guns, their 
construction being contemporaneous with 
the tirst authenticated use of cannon in 
European warfare- Eor while it is 
claimed that Edward 111 used leather 
cannon in his campaign against the 
Scots in 1327, that twenty years later 
wondrous guns of iron bars hooped to- 
gether hurled stones against the fortress 
of Calais, and that the Turks employed 
similar ordinance in the seiges of Con- 
stantinople in 1'VM and 1453. the use of 
genuine cast metal cannon with spherical 
projectiles is of considerably Inter date. 

Kor all their antiquity however, these 
Clliilese eulvpriiw, in a way, form com- 
panion pieces to the two cannon captured 
at the Crimen, which .ire now mounted 
on Parliament Hill, since .'is arms 02 
"precision" they arc in the same class, 
being cast metal ordinance of smooth 
bore; albeit, those Chinese guns are 
nearly four hundred years older than the 
Russian, And yet doubtless the Chinese 
pieces served by Boxer artillerists did 
service last year against the invading 
armies of Europe during the attack of 
Tien Tsin. 

There is nn doubt about the age of 
these guns. The full particulars of their 
inception are recorded on their metal 
sides with as much attention to detail as 
if they were the authorized productions 
of a modern municipal council. Tiny 
bear, besides the date of their manufac- 
ture, the name of the sovereign in whose 
reign they were produced, the inline and 
title of tiie provincial governor, the im 
print of the gun maker and even the 
nn f the manufacturer of the gun- 
carriage. The characters cast mi the 
Hrsl gun may be thus rendered in lOlig- 
lish; "I i ii ii Nu. -I I. The Emperor Ail 
K etiL'. 1»t March 1430. Can name 
'Lucky Irresistible": weisrhl Ifon-el 700 
pounds: powder charge, .'>!- pounds; ball 
■J 1 -, pounds." 

Then fidlow the name and title of the 
governor to the length of a month's laun- 
dry bill, and the names of the "maker 
of the gutf" and "maker of tin- gun-car- 
riage," in duly lesser dogren 

The second piece is inscribed as "gun 
No. 1S3." hears also the name of the 
Emperor An Kong, and is dated "1st 
June I4:$0." The names of the manufac- 
turer of the gun and the maker of the 
gun-carriage arc the same us those on 
th" ft'st gun. hut the name of the pro- 
vincial governor is different, showing 
that they had political ups and downs 
in China even 51)0 years ago. 

Even in the policy of naming guns the 
Chinamen would seem to be able to 
claim priority of invention. It mny be 
anomalous to apply so high-sounding a 
title .as "irresistible" to a 2V£ pounder, 
but it doubtless represented in its dny 
the acme of destructive power as much 
us did the boasted battery of the French 
monarch, who named his guns after the 
twelve apostles, or, for the mutter of 
that the homemade cnnnoii "Long (Veil" 
that kept the Roers tit bay in Kimberlcy. 
— Ottawa Citizen. 

AN IMI'EIUTEI) INVENTION. 

■Mrs. Maxim, the mother of Sir Hirum 
Maxim, recently knighted by Queen Vic- 
toria, lives with her son Samuel in the 
pretty Tillage of Wayne, in Kennebec 
county, and she is accounted the most 
Interesting old lady in the place. Mrs. 
Maxim's maiden name was ILiTriot Bos- 
ton iSteveos. She was bom in Strong, 
Me., in 1S15. 'She married Isaac Maxim 
and the pair settled in Sneiigerville, Pis- 
cataquis county, where they gained a 
rather scanty living from the rocky soil. 

Isnne Maxim •conceived the idea of the 
rapid firing machine gun long before his 
son niram was out of short clothes, but 
he was not a practical man, nor one of 
much energy, so nothing came of his 
dreams. Hirum and Hudson inherited 
the ideas nf the farther and put them 
into practice through the enemy and re- 
sourcefulness inherited from their moth- 
er. The father died poor, while the sons 
b-u-e grown rich and famous.— Boston 
Transcript.

Two Fishermen Rescued After ,1 Hard Ex- 
perience. 

Two fishermen who have been saved from 

starving to death on t1 cean have been 

brought to Quebec by the S.S. Manchester 
Commerce. The two fishermen are Michael 
Mahoney, need „ f Snult Monlore. and 
George Welch, aired is. from Grand Ranks. 
Some live weeks ago Hum- left Fortune bav 
on the schooner Ohio to fish. One morning 
thev left the schooner In a If! foot dorv to 
pick up their linos, a heavy fog obscured 
the atmosphere at the time, nnd the tv.-o 
occupants of the little craft being unable 
to find their way back, drifted off on the 
ocenn. Their position can hardly be Imagin- 
ed when It is considered thai they could 
only see a few yards ahead of them and 
realized that they were being carried miles 
away from the schooner. The fog finnllv 

cleared, but Mahonov and Welch found 

that sky and ocean limited their view. For 
two dnvs and one night thev remained 
thus without a bite to eat. when an outgo- 
ing vessel passed within live miles of them. 
The atmosphere was perfectly clear at the 
time, and the two fishermen strove franti- 
cally to attract the attention of those on 
board.

The report, which is .sent to the Fur 
Trade Review by its Washington cor- 
respondent, is the first word received 
from the agent by tho Washington gov- 
ernment since August of last year. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Lumbkey, the seal herd 
present much the same appearance, in 
point of numbers, us Inst year; but for 
the reasons which be sets out in details, 
be thinks tho catch of tho lessees will 
lie considerably smaller. His report, 
which bears the dato of June 2(1, is, in 
part, as follows: 

"From the counts made by Agent 
Judge and myself en the two islands and 
from the drives of bachelors which have 
been made thus Tar this season, it would 
seem that the seals are arriving in about 
their usual numbers, though somewhat 
later than customary, "because of tho 
presence of the ice around the islands un- 
til June 22. We hope for a fair catch, 
but are not able to believe that last 
I season's catch will be equalled. 
I "In the drives made this season .thus 
[ far on both islands, a marked prepon- 
derance is noted in the numbers of seals 
which have skins just a 'ittlc larger 
I than the ten-pound limit fixed as a mini- 
! mum by the company. This may be eaus- 
| ed by the fact that by reason of sick- 
i ness, practically no killing was done 
i last June on the island (St. Paul), and 
I the prime two-year-olds thus allowed to 
I escape return this year just a "little too 
I large.' It may also be caused by the 
presence of the ice around the islands 
at such a late date, deterring any but 
tin- larger and stronger seals from mak- 
ing their way through it. This latter 
reason, however, is hardly tenable, as, 
from my observation, the ice offered lit- 
tle if any, obstacle to tho approach of 
Hie bulls, only milking their progress 
through it or under it rather slower. 

"On St. George during the winter of 
1000-01, 410 blue foxes and .".1 white 
foxes were taken. On St. Paul Island 
during the same period trapping with 
steel trnps was carried on for a trap- 
ping period of two weeks, with the result 
of taking 153 blue and one white fox. 

"After conference with Agent. Judge, 
I decided to, and did. authorize the tak- 
ing of foxes on St. Paul Island during 
the coming winter for a period not to 
exceed two weeks. From the peculiar 
conditions existing on St. Paul Island it 
is believed that n short trapping season 
witli steel traps each year is better than 
a longer period of trapping on alternate 
winters with a closed season between. 

"There have been since July 1, 1000. 
thirty deaths on St. Paul Island and 
seventeen on St. freorge. On the latter 
island during the period mentioned then' 
were no births, ami .m Si. Paul but one 
birth. While it is possible this year 
to curry on the work of me islands with 

the ussist.il of the natives which the 

company brought from Pnnliiskn fur the 
summer, 1 am of the opinion that healthy

reside on these islands to cover Ihe de- 
ficiency in males made by the two epi- 
demics of til" pas) ye;' p." 

| Mr. Lembkey adds that he will make 
I a full report upon the season's work 
when killing on the island ceases, and it 
I is probable that he will return to the 
1 T'nileil States bringing the report, as the 
treasury officials desire to have him in 
Washington during the coming winter 
in connection with Hie ant'einnted de- 
I vplonmeJits concerning the Behring Sea 
sealing nnestion. 

The Fur Trade Review says: "The 
(reasurv experts are disposed to esti- 
mate this year's catch of seals by the 
lessees of the Pribyloffs at not to ex- 
ceed 1(1.000. as against about 22.000 - 
year ago. Two important factors will 
probably contribute to reduce the num- 
ber taken, namely, the uuu-'unlly large 
catch last year of two-year-olds and the 
fact which is stored by Mr. Lembkey 
t'o't n good mnny extra large two-year- 
olds not taken last year have become 
a littl" loo large to be iles'rnble this 
year. Io vice,- of the fact that the males 
above killuhle age successfully survive 
the vicissitudes that constantly surround 
the herd, while the two and three-yenr- 
r»M males ami females nro ant to suc- 
cumb both to the pelagic sealers pud to 
natural enemies, a slight, decrease in 'he 
si;:e of the herd is apt Io result in a dis- 
proportionately 1" rgo reduction in the 
number of killnblc nnles, 

"Late official and semi-official advices 
from .London confirm tho reports in these 
despatches tw o months' ago concerning 
Ihe nrobability of the reconvening of 
the Joint High Commission for the con- 
sideration of flic sealing problem in con- 
nection with other important questions." 
says the correspondent of the Furrier's 
organ. In a forum] statement made nsib- 
lie by Sir Julian P.-inneeCoto. the Brit- 
ish^ ambassador to the T'nited States, 
wMc-h stntement undoubtedly wis carer 
fully revised by the officials of tho Lon-

after the ambassador's return to "Wash- 
ington in October. This statement is 
taken here to mean that England is pre- 
pared to withdraw her opposition to the 
settlement of several problems which 
were left undetermined when the com- 
mission adjourned sine die, chiefly bo- 
o'Hise of the unwillingness of the Eng- 
lish and Canadian jyivernments to ac- 
cept the conclusions practically reached 
on all questions except that involving the 
Alaskan boundary line. 

"It is believed here that if the com- 
mission meets as aforesaid by the Brit- 
ish ambassador, it will result in the set- 
tlement of tin- sealing controversy dur- 
ing the coining winter through the pur- 
chase of the Canadian rights either by 
the United States or tlie North Ameri- 
can Commercial Company on the basis 
of guaranties given by England and 
Canada, and acquiesced in by Russia 
and Japan, that will result in the abso- 
lute cessation of pelagic sealing. The 
lessees of the Pribyloff islands. who 
would be the beneficiaries of this ar- 
rangement, would thus find themselves 
in full control of tho entire Alaskan 
herd, nnd it is believed the herd would 
rapidly augment without i»uy diminution 
of the present average annual catch. The 
experts here calculate thai the limit of 
ttO.OOO now prescribed by the treasury 
department, ami which lias not been 
reached for several years, might be rais- 
ed in the course of three or four years 
to -10,0(10 or 50,000. "

The dollnr-aml-ccnt aspect of the ques- 
tion appears to have been the only one 
that appealed to him; be was utterly in- 
different to the use that can be made 
by American land owners of his action, 
ami. il" he possessed one atom of en- 
thusiasm in his calling as minister of one 
of the most Important departments of 
the government, he never could have 
been guilty of such a blunder. This Da- 
kota purchase will In' made use of by 
every speculative land company in that 
state, and. (hough blizzards and drougth 
in that section have driven thousands of 
settlers out of the st-ile, many of them 
coming to our own Western lands, the
